benefit and that of others? That these 
may be side issues is doubtless true. Now 
Mr. Bellamy, the Sir Oracle of National- 
ism declares, ** That buying and selling is 
essentially anti-social in all its tendencies. 
Itis an education of self-seeking at the 
expense of others, and no society whose 
citizens are trained in such a school can 

ibly rise above a very low grade of civ- 
Mization." And yet in the light of tbis 
declaration, in the light of this denuncia- 
tion, Mr. Wilshire say, ‘Let the Nation 
uwn and manage those industries controll- 
ed by monopoly, let us begin by having 
Uncle Sam buy the railroads and tele- 
graphs." Buy with what? "What do you 
propose to give the owners of railroads and 
telegraphs in exchange for their property? 
You know Mr. Wilshire that under the 
Bellamyic system of government which 
you are attempting to establish, the use of 
money as a circulating medium is to be 
abolished, and tbat strips of pastboard are 
to be used instead. Do you think owners 
of property would be willing to exchange 
it for pieces of pasteboard ? 

Mr. Bellamy declares ‘* Were there no 
other reasons for abolishing money, that 
its ion was no indication of rightful 
title to it. In the bands of those who 
stole or murdered for it, it was as good as 
in those wbich bad earned it by industry." 
Tell us Mr. Wilshire if you would bave 
the Government purchase property with 
money and when tbe Nauonalists have 
establisbed tbe Bellamyic system (if sys- 
tem it may be called) of Government with- 
draw its purchasing power? The Nation- 
alists would have the ownership of land 
vested im the Government, tbat tbere 
should be no private ownership in land, 


and that it should be rented to those who 
wished to occupy it. You who denounce 
landiordism would wish under your system 
to bave the whole nation become tenants 
and the Government their landlord. Who 
Mr. Wilshire would plant vineyards, put 
out orchards, erect school hous and church- 
esand buld for themselves comfortable 
bomes, with pleasant surroundings, when 
the occupancy of tbe land would depend 
wholly on the favoritism, and cupidity of 
governmental officials ? 

What stimulant would there be for farm- 
ers to exert themselves under your tenan- 
try system other than to gain a bare subsis- 
tence for themselves and families? How 
long (if this shilly-shally nonsense of Bel- 
lamyism and Nationalism baving but a 
dream for its basis were established) would 
it be before the American farmers were 
wandering over the country from place to 
place like the nomads of the plains, pre- 
vented at every point, by your Govern- 
ment, from establishing a permanent abid- 
ing place, where they could erect a bome 
for their household goods, and gods, and 
sit under their own vine and fig tree ? 

We had the distinguished honor not 
long since of attending a meeting of Na- 
tionalists. A gentleman bad been invited 
to address the meeting on ‘*The Competi- 
tive System," and much to the astonish- 
ment of the Bellamyites, he took strong 
grounds in favor of competition in husi- 
ness and against a. fraternal Government, 
combines, trusts, communism, socialism, 
anarchy, and against any and all theories 
held by the Boss Dreamer that have a ten- 
dency to stultify or cripple the individual 
ambition of the American citizen. Ifa 
bombshell bad burst in the immediate 
vicinity it could not have created a greater 
consternation among the faithful than did 
the reading of this paper. Immediately 
balf a dozen jumped to their feet each 
anxious to tell what they knew against the 
competitive system. The floor was finally 
awarded toa photographer who said **That 
Íor several years he had made attempts to 
form a combination among tbe photo- 
graphers to keep up prices without success. 
That the competitive system was one of 
robbery, etc." The speaker failed to tell 
his hearers the difference between photo- 
graphers combining to put up prices on 
their customers, and the monopolists com- 
bining to put their prices up. 

The next speaker said he differed wide- 
ly from the gentleman last on the floor and 
declared that Nationalism wasto put prices 
down and rot to putthem up. **That he 
was now getting fifty dollars for painting a 
portrait, but under Nationalism he could 
make more money if the príce was but five 
dollars than be can now under the com- 
petitive system." It was truly refreshing 
to an outsider that ** How to make the 
most money,” wae so conspicuously absent 
in both gentlemen’s plaints. Two other 
gentlemen then took the floor, and then 
a third, all entering into a vigorous discus- 
sion of the merits of the first two speeches. 
Order was now restored by the presiding 
officér; and after several solicitations the 
President took the floor and said that it 
was very gratifying to him to see so large an 
audience (about 50) and to hear able dis- 
cussions on all sides of all questions, and 
that he believed in the utmost treedom of 
speech. He also expressed the hope that 
organizations of a similar kind would take 
place all over the country, and exerta 
power that would prevent the Government 
at Wasbington from stealing from the peo- 
ple. Asthese words fell from the speak- 
er's lips I was instantly carried back in 
mind to the sand lots in San Frrncisco, 
where speakers were wont to entertain 
their hearers at that noted spot in 1878-9 
and gave utterance to similar language, 
That all Government officials are thieves 
as well as robbers. 

Do you notthink Mr. Wilshire that the 
teachings of the Nationalists who declare 
“That the men who make, interpret, and 
execute our laws are thieves and are con- 
stantly stealing from the people,” ** That 
we (tbe Nationalists) must destroy the 
band of sworn thieves associated to annul 
our most sacred rights and institutions,” 
will lead many not intelligent perhaps but 
honest, to become communists and anarch- 
ists of the vilest type and to commit crimes 
against persons and property, society and 
Government that will dwarf the Haymar- 
ket massacre in. Chicago, a few years ago, 
into insignificance ? 

You know Mr. Wilshire that in all coun- 
tries and among all peoples, more partic- 
ularly in cities, there are what are known 
as dangerous classes whose mission on 


earth seems to be that of theft, robbery, 
murder and violation of law generally; and 
when the teachings heard at some of the 
Bellamy or Nationalist meetings fall on 
their ears, how long do you think it would 
be before they would be lead on by some 
Herr Most, whose utterances, ‘‘ To Hell 
with your Government," '' Property be- 
longsto the people and the people are 
going to take what belongs to them,” would 
be their battle cry? It would matter not 
to them whether tbe Republicans, Demo- 
crats or Nationalists were in tbe possession 
oftbe Government, they would loot the 
country if in their power. Why is it nec- 
essary Mr. Wilshire for leading speakers so 
frequently to declare that Nationalists are 
not anarchists, are not nibilists, unless they 
thought their teachings would lead people 
to that conclusion ? 

No other respectable class of people 
have ever banded themselves together in 
this country with a view of forming a party 
who felt constrained in defference to their 
own sense of the effect their teaching will 
have on the people, to make their denials 
even before it is charged against them. 

The Democratic, Republican, Prohibi- 
tion or Greenback parties never fora mo- 
ment for themselves, nor did others think 
it necessary for them to deny that they 
were communists or anarchists. Why is 
this, Mr. Wilshire ? 

Being personally acquainted with some 
of the persons prominent in the Bellamy 
party, I know they would not for one mo- 
ment think of becoming law breakers, but I 
do think from their frequent disavowals,that 
some of the Nationalists think their teach- 
ings may lead many others less intelligent 
than themselves to the commission of 
crimes that will consign them to the prison 
or to the gallows. 

The Nationalists assume an importance 
in advocating the ownership of railroads 
by the Government. This however is an 
old proposition, for as long agoas from 1855 
to 1865 all Californians were anxious for 
the General Government to build a trans- 
continental railroad and operate it, itself, 
or give it away. This feeling was quite 
common among Democrats, Whigs, Bell 
and Everett men, Republicans and Union 
men, and to-day there are large numbers 
in the Democratic and Republican parties 
who favor such action on the part of the 
Government. 

In your criticism of my article, Mr. 
Wilshire, you say **concentration ot wealth 
in personal property is as dangerous as 
concentration of wealth in land.” Here 
is undoubtedly the basic principle of Bel- 
lamyism or Nationalism, to prevent any 
person from owning more property than 
those belonging to the Bellamy party think 
they ought to hold. 

1n conclusion, Mr. Wilsbire, do you not 
think if Nationalism could be put into 
practice,the highways and byways would 
be filled with persons anxiously waiting for 
a “ divvy," or in other words for an equit- 
able division of property, according to 
their ideas of equity.

sbould be compelled to redeem these 
bonds, it would be advancing money to 
railroads, would it not? And up to this 
time the Supreme Court bas not decided 
that Government bad not the right to as- 
sume this obligation. A quarter of a cen- 
tury since, the Government, by Act of 
Congress, began loaning money, and is to- 
day loaning money to banks on Govern- 
ment bonds; yet the Supreme Court has 
not declared that the Government had no 
right to loan money. And to-day there 
is a bill before the Senate of the United 
States, authorizing the Goverment to lend 
money on silver bullion; and up to this 
time no opponent of the bill has thought 
of questioning the constitutionality of the 
measure. No! not even the Ca// and 
Chronicle have raised their voices against 
the Government lending money to any- 
body or anything except the farmer. 

The Cal? says further that ** the Supreme 
Court has decided that no new issue of 
Treasury notes for such a purpose would 
be constitutional.” What a chunk of wis- 
dom! The Supreme Court of the United 
States has never made such a decision, 
for the very good reason that the question 
of loaning money to farmers has never been 
presented to it, consequently no decision 
of the kind bas ever been made. 

Let the newspapers invent all the soph- 
istry of which they are capable; let them 
exhibit all the vindictiveness and contempt 
for the farmers they choose, but let the 
farmers stand shoulder to shoulder, and 
urge, nay insist, through their representa- 


tives in Congress, that the Stanford plan 
be enacted into a law. 

If to lend the credit of the nation, and 
possibly money, to railroads, to lend 
money on bonds and on silver bullion is 
constitutional—which bas never been ques- 
tioned—certainly lending money on mort- 


gages on land is constitutional. Land is 
considered by most money-lenders to be 
the best security offered, and they will loan 
two-thirds and three-fourths of the value 
that their appraisers put upon the land, 
while the Government is asked to loan but 
one-half of the value their own appraisers 
put upon it. With such security the Gov- 
ernment could well afford to loan money 
at two per cent. And so long as the in- 
terest jspromptly paid, the Government 
would have no particular object in calling 
in the loans. The money thus loaned 
would be made a legal tender for all debts, 
both public and private. 

Then, so long asa circulating medium is 
needed in commercial transactions, there 
would be no more necessity for levying 
taxes to redeem money loaned on mort- 
gages than there is for levying taxes to re- 
deem 20-dollar pieces. Money borrowed 
from the Government would not be used 
by farmers to ** buy more land and erect 
new buildings," but to take up mortgages 
four-fifths of wbich were given to secure 
deferred payments in the purchase of their 
farms; which obligations are now bearing 
a rate of interest so high that with the low 
prices now ruling for the products of the 
farm, to save farmers from financial ruin, 
relief must come from the Government. 

Therefore, let Grangers, and farmers 
who are not Grangers, in their organized 
and individual capacity urge upon their 
Senators and Representatives in Congress 
to make an honest effort to have the 
Stanford plan enacted into a law.

Men Wuo Me r Into Air.—Nearly 
200 people mysteriously disappeared from 
the city of Philadelphia during the year 
ending with the opening of the present 
month. This is a remarkable exhibit and 
one which reminds the writer of an article 
which appeared ina French scientific jour- 
nal two or three years ago, wherein the 
author advances tbe theory tbat death is 
occasionally actual dissolution. It isa 
disease, the French writer maintains, but 
one from which there is no suffering; there 
isno illness or warning of approaching 
end; the patient suddenly ceases to exist, 
andas suddenly fades from sight. He 
says he bas actually witnessed this phe- 
nomenon and tbat he was at one time 
walking with a friend who suddenly van- 
ished and has never reappeared. With 
such conclusive testimony, he bas little 
doubt tbat many persons searched for bave 
actually melted into tbin air. He further 
states that at the moment his friend disap- 
peared, a strong sulphurous odor pervaded 
the atmosphere.—S¥. Louis Republican.

In the Morning Call of June 16th, isa 
synopsis of a sermon delivered in the Con- 
gregational Church in Elizabeth, N. J., 
by the Rev. Robert A. Tufft, “Ifa man 
die sball he live again?” Some portions 
of his remarks are couched in language 
culled from the choicest gems of literature. 
“There is," said he, ''no corner par- 
vilioned by the illuminate azure that 
knoweth pot his presence; there is no day 
that his sword hath not severed the thread 
which subtly bound some soul in body- 
thrall; there is no moment when he 
walketh not, he is the angel of the sleep- 
less inevitable, men weep, women wail, 
the checks of the bravest blanch, the 
hearts of the cowards are gnawed with 
fear, but the Angel Death steppeth surely 
leaving no track unmarked by blood.” 

Did the Reverend gentleman but know 
that about twenty million of spiritualists 
on this globe, have had well authenticated 
facts that when men die they live again, 
he might say with them, ‘‘there is no 
death.” It has only taken forty-two years 
of positive evidence to reach the entire 
circle of this planet. The church has 
been wallowing in the mire of doubt and 
blind faith for the last eighteen bundred 
years and seems to be on the “ragged 
edge” of uncertainty yet. 

Again he says : 
Christ is like the news of victor brought 
from soldiers who have gone out to do 
battle; since the resurrection of our 11» s d 
Lord there are many who sleep, but no 
more dead." He asserts that through the 
Bible alone we can know of an immortal 
life an future life beyond the grave. 

Again: ‘* If to use the language of Pro- 
fessor Tyndall in his famous Belfast ad- 
dress, you and I are destined, like streaks 
of the morning cloud, to melt into the in- 
finite azur of the past, then life is a golden 
and glorious promise, never to be fulfilled. 
If man is not immortal, nature bas im- 
posed upon her sons, aod made them a 
lie, we have been created to be baffled, 
to be thwarted, to be mocked, to be toyed 
with by the great blind, pitiless forces of 
nature, and then to be dissolved into 
nothingness forever,” Professor Tyndall 
did not say that he believed the morning 
cloud was lost, if it did melt into the in- 
finite embrace of the past. 

Again he says, ''Christianity teaches 
that man shall live after death. It sings 
no funeral hymns, ıt wails no requiems, it 
chants no dirges.” We will admit, 
Christianity teaches a life after death, 
but it gees sing funeral hymns, it does wail 
requiems, it does chant dirges. It erects 
high and costly edifices in homes of its 
Lord and Master, and lets the crippled 
pauper starve for the want of food and 
raiment just around the corner. Within 
the walls of these towers of pride, in a 
subdued and softened light under the 
extatic melody of music brought forth by 
skillfull fingers from a twenty thousand 
dollar organ, the church pays thousands 
upon thousands of dollars to strictly 
guarded scholarly men to tell them, that 
death is a punishment for sins committed 
through Adam, and Eve, and that 
the soul is eternally lost, who fails to 
believe; and only through the blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ they must be washed 
clean. They teach, ''though your sins be 
as scarlet they can be made white as wool 
by the blood of the lamb." That you 
must believe on Him to be saved from the 
wrath of a revengful God. That there is 
a premium on His love and mercy, and 
all those unable to pay, those who know 
nothing of this ///f/e plan of salvation, 
hundreds of thousands who never heard 
of Christ, are lett outside the gates of the 
Heavenly Mansion. It teaches, ‘‘as in 
Adam allsin and die" (not responsible) 
“even so in Christall shall be made alive,” 
only believe. It teaches the resurrection 
of the literal physical body. The church 
closes its deors to science, she closes her 
doors to natural laws, laws of humanity, 
to human reason, to the divinity of death, 
and turns this angel of light, into a demon 
of darkness, It sbuts out all testimony 
across the borders of the Infinite Land 
betwixt this life and, where many of our 
blessed are singing songs of triumphant 
gladness, and are happy in the glorious 
light of the Father's love. The church 
is not willing for men to save themselves, 
they must be saved through the **blood of 
Christ.”
